Thoro Troro to bo uc ;sta.y pooplo a b poooiblo who wantod to work 
unooasingly for Gormony and, oven- at tho risk of thoir own livoo to bo 
plaood behind tho onuiy linos, or allo.t thonoolvos to bo ovortakon by tho 
continually onward moving foo* Thoy rocoivod false papors cn whloh an 
ordinary oooupatlon was noted. Undor tho disguises of honest oitlsons 
they wore to porfora uota of passive or aotiYO rosistarioo In tho ooaiq>lod 
aroaa, woro to inoito thu Gorman pooplo to robollion against tho ooaupying 
powors, and carry on a truly partisans lifo, Thoy wuro to bo oquippod 
with arms and ammunition, and woro to roooivo poioon end oxploDivos 
in order to bo able to perform all aorta of dosigns* If thoy aooqnpliehod 
anything, and how far thoy got with it, I do not know. In tho train itsolf 
thoro woro no funds availablo with whioti tho Vorwolvos' could bo oquippod* 

And it was too Into’ to draw thoso things frera othor plaoosj for railroad 
connections in thu moantimo hod boon destroyed by continuous air attacks. 

Wo had no more oomsunioation either by tolo^iono or diroot with Cau f 
oopmands end, their tforwolf doputios. Each Gauloltor was supposod to namo 
a Werwolf doputy, which howovor was not tho caso in all Gauo* Tho Gauloltor 
himself most often took ever this post* 

I know also that ff orwolf schools wore sot up in different sootiens of 
tho Rcloh In which tHb futuro T yorwolvoa wore to bo trolnod. Thoy rooolvod 
instructions in tho mooning and'purposo of tho Worwolvos and OBpooially 
in tho importanoo of such an organization. I oIbo know that thoro was a 
big Werwolf school In this violnity. In Gllching, but havo novor boon 
thoro myaolf , i have also no^.known porsonslly non or woroon who took part 
in tho course. . It was' forbidden ©veryono who did not belong to th‘o staff 
to sot foot in tho train and thoroforo I novor oano inoontaot with thoso 
pooplo. In addition I know that my now ohiof, Horr Dr. Motznor, got fslso 
orodontialo in the nemos of Dr* Moissnor end Dr» Assmann shortly bofora 
tho Amorioono moved in, I prosing that ho got thorn from tho Lendrat horo 
in Purstonfoldbruok* ‘ Ho also 'hod a email Opol autoraobilo in which ho drovo 
off tn tho road to Munich, Tho lest I saw of him ho wore civilian clothes, 
a rod nootie, s gray cult, hornriranod glasses, and was ^temporarily . 
using orutchos* Ho did not rqtum and I havo not hoard from him sinoo. 

Two days later our trdlr was brokon up, i*o. wo woro froo to .do 
whatovdr we wantod. ’ ThO loadors of the train, as was, already mentioned, 
had flo./n to Berlin in tho airplane without concerning thoasolvos about 
our whoroabouta* Th® train guards, ordorlios, Boarotarlal pooplo oto. 
wore lumped togethor and woro to bo assigned to a rosorvo pool os a 
ffehrmaoht unit. Tho. few loadors who romolnod in tho train woro «3,so 
unoortaln aa to what ..thoy dhoudl do, no ono dlsouosod his plans, bijt for 
the first time wont ao faf as to provido thomsolvos unobtruslvoly 
■with oivilian olothos. , I rqyoolf loft tho train sinoo I did not.bqilong 
to tho 93 or dirootty to, tho train, )( Ono eY' ir ^ n 8 ®V about ton .o'clock 
thoy BOt mo dcrrfn with BOTvhqgg ago in 'the morkot pldoo in F'bxVok on4 
gave mo. ono raaro Wotufmaohlf tiokot with tho, Instructions to go to tfjo 
Kroisomtsloitor of th.qiJOY in F’bruolj and roquoqt^ooappiodati®^® bamorwhopo 
in tho yioinity. As orosult.of tho overflowing of the plaoo with 
ovaouoos, ho was unabio to do this and so with tho holp of a i - 

yiiogorhorstangastallten I lookod for a rocn -with a family, in whioh I 
livod to the prosont day. I have not sinoo hoard anything of nnyono 
who wos in tho train* I also do not know vrhdro tho othor women wqnt* 
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Discharged prisonors fr ora tho prison osmp in F'bruok who roooivod 
porralta to f;o ns far aa Berlin adviood no to go to tho camp and likewise 
got a regular tioUot with which I could roturo to ny homo in Bdrlin— 
whioh I intondod to do. I ‘.run tod to go to tho prison oomp tomorrow to 
shew them tho ticket I had fresn tho apodal train and to roquoat a psas 
with whioh I oould rwtum to Gorlin.

Of tho Englloh it was roportod that they oonduotod therasolvss 
in evory way doccntly end humanly and nowhoro had it cons to the us a of 
forco against the Corman oivllian population. 

Tho Amoricans likowiso had nowhoro .troatod tho population with 
violence) had oven givun tho starved population broad) moat, fats and 
chooolato in many aroas, which very quiokly got around and influonood 
tho pooplo in favor of thorn. It is true that thoy woro forcanoet in .tho 
ruthless soizuro of ruaidonoo and housosj tho poczplo Hero siraplo moved 
out of tho streot.

Tho vory worst wasieportod of tho Russians: torrlblo violoncO) 
boBtiality, murder) shootingo of oivllian populations woro roportod fraa 
East Prussia and uppor Gilosia. Thoro woro many cyo-witnosS roparts 
glvonj tho Russians stolo what thoy oould uooj what thoy oouldn*t wo 
thoy dostroyod or put to firo o.g. bods ( ontlro housohold furnishings, 
vohiclos, etc. Thoro. was not a slnglo plaoo known in which tho Russians 
had tohavod thorosylvoo in a noarly human fashion. It was for thOBO 
rooson3 that many oivilians flod from Gilosia to aroas which woro 
oocupiod by Amorlcana or English. 

I had to write up this ffyxwplf information and send it tor ■ 
Roiohsloitor Bonaann end Roiohofuhrur 83 Hiamlur to taka oognizonoo of. 
The reports on tho flooing population’ booauso of tho behavior of tho 
Russians wont likewise in written torn to tho Rolohaministoriin for 
evaluation as Enlightonropnt of tho bassos motorial and Propaganda.
